The emancipated rac 
has already made remarkable progres 
With unquestioning devotion to th 
union, with a patience and gentlenes 
not born of fear, they have "lollowe 
the light as God gave them to see th 
light." They are rapidly hying the 
material foundations of self-support, 
widening the circles of intelligence, and 
beginning to enjoy the blessings that

RECONCILIATION. 


My countrymen, we do not now dif- 


er in our judgment concerning the 
ontroverses of past generations, and

OCR MONETARY SYSTEM. 


The preservation of the public cred- 


it, and the resumption of specie pay- 
ments, so successfully attained by the 
administrations of my predecessors.have 
enabled our people to secure the bless- 
ings which the seasons brought.

the experince of commercial nations in 
all ages, it has been found that gold and 
silver afford the only safe foundation 
for a monetary system. 
Confusion has 


recently been created by variations in 
the relative value of the two metals, 
but I confidently believe that arrange- 
ments can be made between the leading 
commercial nations which will secure 
the general use of both metals. Con- 
gress should provide that comp-'lsory 
coinage of silver now required by law 
may not disturb our monetary syste-n 
by driving either metal out of circula- 
tion.

the will of the people, and endowed it 
with future powers of self-preservation 
and with amok- authority for the ac- 
complishment of its great objects. Un- 
der this constitution the boundaries ot 
freedom have been enlarged, the foun- 
dations of order and peaoe have been 
strengthened, and the growth in ail the 
hotter elements of national life has vin- 
dic.rcd the wisdom of the founders and 
given new hope to their descendants. 
Under this constitution, our people long 
ago made themselves safe against dan 
gr-ri Irom without, and secured for 
their mariners and flag an equality of 
right1! on all the seas. 
Under this con- 


stitution twenty-five states have been 
added to the union, with conitiHitions 
and laws framed and enforced by their 
own e;ti7en=, to secure tbe manifold 
tiic.-singi of local and self-government. 
The j uriidiction of thi« constitution now 
covers an area fifty times greater than 
that ol the onuinal thirteen states, aod 
4 ;.o< ;h:un twenty times greater than 
that ot 17SO 
The supreme trial of 


tlie constitution came at last under the 
trtmondous pressure of civil war. 
We 


ourscivpo are witnesses that the union 
emerged from the blood and fire of that 
ct>iiflicr, purified and mad" stronger for 
ail the beneficent purposes of goodgov- 
i>rniii'?n:, and now, at the close of this 
first cen'ury of growth, with inspirations 
ot it- history in their hearts, our people 


lately ri.viewed the condition ol 


gather around the homes of the indus- 
trious poor. 
They deserve the gener- 


ous encouragement of ill good men. So 
far as my authority can lawfully ei- 
tend, they shall enjoy the full and equal 
protection of the constitution and laws. 


XQUAL SUFFRAGE. 


The free enjoyment of equal suf- 


frage is still in question, and a frank 
statement of the issue may aid its solu- 
tion. 
It is alleged in many communi 


ties that the negro citizens are practi- 
cally denied the freedom of the ballot. 
In so far as the truth of this allegation 
is admitted, it is answered that in many 
places honest local government is im- 
possible if tbe mass of uneducated ne- 
groes are allowed to vote. 
These arc 


grave allegations. So far as the latter 
ia true it is the only palliation that can 
be offered for opposing the freedom of 
the ballot. 
A bad local government is 


crtainly a great evil, which ought to 
e prevented, but to violate the freedom 
nd sanctity of suffrage is more than 
n evil ; it is a crime which, if persist- 
ed in, will destroy the Government it- 
elf. 
Suicide is not a remedy. 
If in 


ther lands it be high treason to com- 
iass the death of a King, it should be 
ounted no lest a crime here to strangle 


in connection with the cnrrenny ot the 
country, is to ooin and declare its value. 
Grave doubts have been entertained 
whether Congress is authorised by the 
constitution to make any form of paper 
money legal tender. The present issue 
of United States notes has been sustain- 
ed by the necessities of war, but such 
paper should depend for its value and 
currency upon its convenience in use 
and its proper redemption in coin at the 
will of the holder, and not upon its 
compulsory circulation. 
These notei 


are not money, but promiiet to pay 
money. 
If 
holders demand it, the 


promise should be kept.

Bat the danger which arises front 


enoranoe in the voter cannot be de- 
nied. 
It covert a field far wider than 


.hat of negro suffrage and the present 
condition of that raoe. It is a danger 
,hat Inrki and hides in the courses and 
fountains of power in every State. We 
Java no standard by which to measure 
the disaster that may be brought upon 
as bj ignoranee and vice in citizens 
when joined to corruption and fraud in 
suffrage. 
The voters of the Union who 


make and unmake constitutions, and 
upon wboae will hangi the destiny of our 
government, can transmit their supreme 
authority to no successor save the com- 
ing generation of voters, who are sole 
heirs of oar tovereign 
generation eomes to 
blinded by ignorance and corrupted by 
vice, the fall of the Republic will be 
certain and remediless. 
The census 


baa already sounded the alarm in appa'l- 
ing figures which mark how dangerous- 
ly high the tide of illiteracy has risen 
among oar voters and thuir children, 
To the South the question is of supreme 
importance, bat tbe responsibility tor 
the existence of slavery did not rest 
upon the South alone. The nation it- 
self ia responsible for the extension of 
suffrage, and i* under speoial obliga- 
tions to aid in removing the illiteracy 
whioh it has added to the voting popa- 
lation for tha North and South alike. 
There is but one remedy 
A.11 the con- 


stitutional power ol the nation and of 
the States, and all the volunteer forces 
of the people should be summoned to 
meet this danger by tbe taring; influ- 
ence of universal education. 


ZDCCATIOS. 


It is a high privilege and sacred duty 


of those now living to educate their 
successors, and fit them by intelligence 
and virtue for tbe inheritance which 
await* them in this beneficent work. 
Sections and races should be forgotten, 
and partisanship should be unknown. 
Let our people fad a new meaning in 
the Diviue oracle which declares that 


The refunding of the national debt at 


a lower rate of interest should be accom- 
|ihnhed without compelling the with- 
drawal of the national bank notes, and 
thus disturbing the business of the 
country. I venture to refer to the posi- 
tion I have occupied on financial ques- 
tions during my long service in Congress, 
and to say vbat time and experience have 
strengthened the opinion* I have so of- 
ten «xpressed on these subject*. 
The 


finance) of tbe Government shall suffer 
no detriment which it may be possible 
fur my administration to prevent. 


AGRICULTURAL INTERESTS. 


Ths interest* nf agriculture deserve 


more attention from the Government 
than they have yet received.. The f»rm« 
of the United States afford homes and 
employment for more than one-half tbe 
people, and furnish much the largest 
part of all our exports. Aa the Govern- 
ment lights our coast tor the protection 
of mariners and for tbe benefit of com- 
ojerce.so it should give to the tillers of 
tbe soil the lights of practical science 
and experience. 


MANUFACTURES. 


Our manuf-iclurera are rapidly making 


us mdus'nally independent, and 
are 


opening to capital and labor new and 
profitable fields of employment 
This 


steady and healthy growth should still he 
maintained. 


THE ISTHMUS (iCESTIOS. 


Our facilities lor transportation should 


be promoted by the continued improve- 
ment of our harbors and great interior 
water ways, and by tbe increase of our 
tonnage on the ocean. The development 
of the world's commerce has led to a , ur- 
uent demand for shortening the great sea 
vojage around Cape Horn, by construct- 
ing ship canals or railways across the 
isthmus which unites lh« two continents 
Various plans to this end havo been sug- 
gested but none of them have been suf- 
Bciently matured to warrant the United 
Btatcs extending pecuniary aid 
The 


subject is one which will immediately en- 
gate the attention of the government, 
with a view to thorough protection to 
American interests 
We w U urge no 


numiw policy, nor seek peculiar or ex- 
elusive privileges in »ny commcroial 
route, but in ihe language of my prede- 
cessors, I believe it 
to be "the right 


and duty of the United States to assert 
and maintain fucb supervision and au- 
thority over any inter-oceanic canal 
across tbe isthmus that connects North 
and South America, as will protect our 
national interests." 


POLYGAMY. 


The constitution guarantees absolute 


religious freedom. 
Congress is prohib- 


ited from making any law respecting the 
establishment ol religion or pronibitmg 
the free exercise thereof. 
The territo- 


ries of the United States are subject to 
the direct legislative authority of con- 
gress, and hence the general government 
ia reiiponsible for any violation of the 
ctmslltuiion in »ny olthem. Il is there- 
fort a reproach to the government that 
in the most populous ot the territories, 
Ihe constitutional guarantee is not en- 
joyed by the people and the authority of 
congress is set at naught. The Mormon 
church not only offends the moial sense 
of mankind t>y sanctioning polygamy, 
but prevents the administration of juetic* 
through tbe ordinary instrumentalities of 
law. In my judgment it U tbe duly of 
congress, while respecting to ths utmost 
the conscientious convictions and relig- 
1«U8 scruples of every citizen, to prohibit 
within its jurisdiction, all criminal prac- 
tices, especially of lh»t class which de- 
stroy family relations and endanger so-
